Retuned frcsn a tour of Ukraine • She taravelled with a group of 32 
Ukrainian progresaiyee from Winnipeg^ Canada. Ihe trip lasted from 
20 September 1960-21 October, I960. 

In Moscow she tried to get permission to visit her relatives in 
the village of Kolink 7 , Ralon Borodenka^ Stanislav Oblast. She was told 
that her tour has been planned and that no permission will be issued, For 
few diiore she was not given a pemisslon. I^e was told that she should have 
applied for such permission in Canada, to whiob she replied that the Soviet 
Bkabassy advised her to apply for sueh permieei<»i in Moscow, which was true. 
Finally she thretened that she will not ecntlnue m the tour from Moscow 
unless she gets such permission, l^e would rather go back to Canada right away. 
This probably convinced the authorities in Moscow and she received a per- 
ml8sl<ni to visit Kollnky. She went to Lviv where she was visited by her 
relatives from Kollnky and accompanied by them ahe went by ear to Kollnky 
and Btifved there for IQ davs. ^e was very disappointed in the situation 
in the village and that of her family. 

From her relatives she learned much about the struggle of the 
Ukrainian underground in the area, ^e has learned that in the village of 
of POTOGHISKk,H<Mrodenka reytm 4 wwabers of the underground surrendered 
as late as 1939. Because the area wae infested by partleans many people 
were arrested and deported. Subjeote own sister and brother were deported 
to Siberia in 1945. they have the right now to come to their village for 
a visist but do not get a permission for permanent residence. 

The group of pi’Ogreasivos of whldb Subject was a part was shown 
in Kiev 3 films t one about tbe struggle against 'toe Petlura and Ukrainian 
partisans in 1922, toe other about the late Metropolitan Sttieptytskyi and the 
third about a court trial of OUN-UPA members. 
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Subject remembered the fellowing dialog from the filmed trial of BPA memberai

A I I was raised under the Soviet i^etem and I do not know how to pray* but

Wie group also made a trip to ^poro^e. It was atrlctly for- 
bidden to photograph anyUiing there* The Intooriat people imformed them that 
a permiaeion to visit Zaporozhe was lassued for the first time* In the city 
she noticed quei^ of choppers. 

Storting the tour the progressives in the group were very confident. 
On the way back most of them were very "tooghtful* and scsm© of them oven 
eritieal of the Soviet system. Subject was approached by the leader of the 
group and was advised to say good things about the *Bkralnian state" . It was 
also sugges'ed to say to inquireing people in Canada that "everything is 
improving and becoming better".
